Applicant would like to thank the Examiners for the courtesies extended during a 
telephone interview held on March 8, 2010 with the undersigned attorney and Examiners Choo 
and Corsaro. 

During the interview, the undersigned attorney discussed the various steps described in 
the specification with respect to figures 2 and 3, which lead to a direct communication tunnel 
between the mobile server terminal and client terminal, as shown at the bottom of figure 3 and in 
figure 4. Applicant's attorney explained that at least two elements in claim 1 are new: 

1. The direct communication tunnel between the mobile server terminal and the 
client terminal; and 

2. Initiation of the communication session by an SMS or email message. 

Applicant's attorney then described that the LIU reference discloses only discrete tunnels 
between certain components, not from the mobile terminal to the client node. The LIU reference 
also does not disclose setting up a direct communication tunnel with an SMS message or an 
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email message. While the Examiners agreed that the present amendments to claim 1 appear to 
overcome the rejections based on LIU, further searching may be needed.
